The welfare of the community of Bristol and its 
people, of Lower Bucks county, demands immediate 
exercise of discretion and wisdom in the grave man­ 
agement-labor crisis threatening to close both Kaiser 
Metal Products, Inc., plants. 


Idling of these two plants would mean loss of 
jobs for no less than 1,100 employes. 
This means the lives and well-being of 1,100 
families— men, women and children— would be seri­ 
ously jeopardized. 


This also means, should ill-judgment cause 
shutdown of the Commercial and Fleetwing divi­ 
sions, a severe jolt to our whole economy already 
sweating under recessional pressures and lack of suf­ 
ficient industrial undergirding. 


The Kaiser company insists an unrealistic con­ 
tract with the union is reason, in part, for huge 
losses of the past three years. 


It has handed Local 130, United Auto Workers, 
a new contract with a take-it-or-else ultimatum. 


The Union takes the position that management 
itself must assume most of the blame for operating 
losses. 


Its membership was to meet this afternoon to 
vote on the new Kaiser proposal. There appeared 
little doubt that it would be turned down. 


Here then, is a situation requiring practical, 
perceptible and human attitudes on the part of both 
the Kaiser company and Local 130. 


Negotiation and mature discussion arc tile tools 
for welding understanding and workable relation­ 
ships between management and union. These tools 
should be employed without the slightest delay. 


More than the future of Kaiser Metal Prod­ 
ucts, Inc., is at stake. 
More than the future of Local 130, United Auto 
Workers, is involved. 


The future of Bristol, of Lower Bucks county 
and all of the growing movement for industrial, 
business, economic and community expansion is a 
prime consideration. 


The Kaiser company and Local 130 must explore 
every possibility for arriving at prompt rapport and 
understanding.

ellite,

an Army Jupiter-C mis­ 
sile^ 
The big missile hurtled 
up into a layer of clouds 
hanging at about 4,000 
feet, and was seen no 
more. 
"But its rumble told observers 
on the ground it was still soaring 
for at least about a minute after 
it left its launching pad in a 
blaze of power that heaved it up­ 
ward. 
Tne 30-pound second Explorer, 
80 inches of baby moon with a 
tape recorder in her insides, head­ 
ed for space where Explorer I to­ 
day rounded out 10,600,000 miles 
of circling the earth. 
The Navy also is expected to 
try again to launch a satellite 
soon, possibly this week, in the 
Vanguard. 
It would be several hours after 
the firing, which came about 1:28 
p.m. e.s.t., before it would be an­ 
nounced whether Explorer II had 
joined No. I in orbiting the earth. 
The second satellite was flung 
up along the same course, but 
may not achieve quite the alti­ 
tude of the first Explorer. 
Although the second satellite 
launched by the Army was named 
Explorer II its scientific name ij 
"1958 Beta.” 
The new satellite whirled to­ 
ward space just about 45 minutes 
after its contemporary whizzed 
across the heavens over C a p * 
Canaveral. 
The principal difference in the 
two satellites was that the new 
one had a tape recorder which 
was transmitting information back 
to earth. The earlier one sent th* 
data direct.
